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Tur special features of the rod publication are noticed on the title-page. The 
great body of the music ís new. We might easily have filled the volume with such 
materials, but have done, we trust,.a more acceptable thing—that of placing under 
each of the principal metres, in a condensed form, quite a number of the best old 
tunes, with a few of the more available of our former compositions. The chants and 
the set pieces, as well as the psalm and hymn tunes, haye been prepared with much 
labor and care, and we have now added to the indices a Chorister’s Index, explanatory 
of the numerous peculiar metres with which the psalmody of this country has lately 
been enriched. 

In the midst of increasing quantities of music, new and old, original and selected, 
altered and unaltered, amended and mutilated, it has become a matter of some diffi- 
culty to make just selections. Everything, in this respect, is in an unsettled state. 
Opinions are strangely diversified. Some, without regard to secular associations, 
would choose for psalmody fresh cuttings from the modern opera: others would en- 
deavor to feast on the fragments of antiquity, which are exceedingly dry and tasteless. 
Some, from: a love of historic associations, would confine themselves to the melodies of 

- the sixteenth century, written by ancient worthies, when the art was comparatively 
rude: others would prefer the melodies.of the last century, which, though once effec- 
tive, have, in the progress of the art, lost much of their power to please. Then there 
are conflicting extremes as to the harmonic arrangement of tunes. Some compilers, 
tor the parpose of appearing scientific, will give us harmony too difficult for ordinary 
powers of execution: others, in avoiding this extreme, will give us harmony which, 
though grammatical, is perfectly tame and insipid. Some, in every successive publi- 
cation, are presenting many of the same old tunes in a new harmonic dress: others, 
despising such trickery, are endeavoring to adhere to old harmonies, which are de- 
ficient in character: and whatis still more unfortunate, such extremes are sometimes 
seen to follow each other, from the same sources, just as if there were not, and never 


ought to be, any fixed pribcipiés of arrangement in music. 


These conflicting changes 
and diversities may be convenient enough for the trade of book-making, but their i in- 
fluence on the progress of taste is deplorable. 

It has been our aim, in the present work as well as in former publications, to pre- 
serve stability. We mean to offer to our patrons such music as will prove the most in- 


Stead of catering to a sickly, unsteady appetite, we have endeavored to lead onward t 


teresting and available, without paying court to the current eccentricities of style. In- | 


sound improvement, by such gradual | steps, as not to leave behind us the multitud 
who should be benefited. In pursuing this course we have chosen to follow the 
sound principles of common sense, rather than the dictation of dogmatists, who know 
little of the real wants which should be supplied. 

To bring forth suitable materials from the great masters of the art, who never com- 
posed anything in this department, is a task of great delicacy. The public ought to 
know this. Away with the humbuggery of mere names, as if these could give character 
to every luckless extract! The task to which we here refer requires much study, ex- 
perience, and practical discrimination; and the compiler who should not avail himself 
of these advantages, would be certain to fail in his undertaking. 

The original pieces here presented are not hasty productions. They have been 
composed with special reference to the various and interesting circumstances of reli- 
gious assemblies, and with an eye to the improvement of choirs and the advancement 
of elementary knowledge. To pretend to undervalue them after bestowing so much 
labor, and after experiencing such continual kindness from our patrons, as we have 
done, would be mere affectation. We must be allowed to say, that in reference to new 
productions, as well as in regard to selections, and arrangements and adaptations, we 
have given our best efforts to the undertaking; and we think we have done so with 
more than our usual success

EXPLANATION AND INTRODUCTION OF THE CHROMATIC SCALE.

134. In addition to the Diaroxic Scare Mazor, there is another, called 
the Minor Scare. This differs from the major scale in the situation of 
tones and semitones; the semitones occurring between two and three, and 
seven and eight ASCENDING, and between five and siz, and two and three DE- 
SCENDING. 


Nore. Before proceeding further, the ae is recommended to play upon an instrument 
or sing the Minor Scale, in order that an impression may first be made upon the ear, of its 
peculiar construction and effects. 


- The first syllable to every MINOR SCALE is la, instead of do, as in the ma- 
fer scales. For example, one in the minor scale is la, TWO is s2, THREE is 
do, Four is re, &c., &c. The minor scale commences on the numeral six, 
and syllable /a of its relative major.

141. Rewarx.—All previous exercises have been founded upon the 
scale of C,* that letter being taken as one of the scale; hence, all such 
exercises are said to bo iv mum Key or C, and C is called the key-note.t 
For the sake of variety, and “to prevent monotony,” different pieees of 
music require to be written in different keys; that is, or (Do) may be on 
G or D, or any other letter of the staff. In other words, the scale may 
commence on any letter of the musical alphabet.

144. Now,as the intervals from 3 to 4, and 7 to 8, in the Diatonic 
Seale Major, are, and must be semitones, or half tones, it will be seen that 
when the scale is written in the key of C, these semitones exactly correspond 
with the letters E and E, and B and C, which are semitones. This is 
probably the reason why the key of C is termed the Natural Key. 


145. Tue First Recutar Transposition of the scale is from C to G, 
a FIFTH ABOVE. Q, which was rivE, now becomes one of the new scale; 
A is Two, D is THREE, &e. In this transposition, it will be observed, 
that all the tones and semitones of the scale will correspond with the 
letters upon the staff, with the exception of the 6th and 7th, and 7th and 
The distance or interval from 6 to 7 should 
be à WHOLE TONE, but from E to F, which now becomes 6 and 7, it s only 
a HALF TONE. Also, from 7 to 8 should be a maur rone, but from F to G, 
which has now become 7 and 8, the distance is à WHoLE Tong. MHereis anim- 
perfection or discrepancy in the scale. It will be seen that from 6 to 7 is 
only a half tone (see Example Ist), whereas it should be a whole tone; and 
from 7 to 8 is a whole tone (see Example Ist), whereas it should be only a 
half tone. 

146. This imperfection is remedied by placing the sign of elevation—a 
sharp (#), before F, introducing the sound of F sharp (F#); that being 
HALF TONE higher than F, and at the distance of a whole tone from E, aud 
a HALF TONE from G, thus making the scale perfect in the Key of G.

For the want of such observations as these, the pupil is often embarrassed in his calcula- 
tions, toa degree which is quite unnecessary. Performers on instruments seldom think of 
this, as they are governed by different principles and habits. 

The voice, by practice, acquires the habit of so regulating sounds by syllables, that the 
right syllable suggests the right sound, after the pitch of the tune or lesson has been given. 
But as the order of tones and semitones often changes in the course of a movement, while the 
syllables are not removed, the latter must in such case be so varied in pronunciation as to 
bring to mind the new sounds required. 

The changes just mentioned are indicated by flats, sharps and naturals which, thus occur- 
ring in the course of the movement, are called accidentals, "The flat thus marks the depression 
of a semitone, and the sharp a corresponding elevation, while the natural merely restores to a 
note, previously altered, its primitive sound. 

When an accidental flat occurs, the pronunciation of the syllable should be so altered as to 
thyme with the sound of long A, thus Do will become Dae, Sol will become Sae, &c.. When 
an accidental sharp occurs, the syllable should be so modified as tox tyme with E long, when 
7): will become Dee, Sol will become See, &c. Such altered notes are called chromatic.

To THE TzAcuER.—One word about ** Syllables.” The seven syllables, Do, Re, Mi, &c., 
&c., are extensively used in Italy, France and Germany, for the purposes of the cultivation 
of the voice—Solmization, or vocalization. The same syllables have been adopted in some 
parts of England, and very extensively in America in the study of the elements of vocal mu- 
Sic—that is, in learning to sing by note. In this last application of the syllables, the object 
has been by habits of association, to enable the young musie reader to strike the intervals 
with more certainty and ease. There are, however. decided difficulties in their application, 

Deve other than the simplest forms of melody without modulation, are attempted to be 
read. 

The question in our own mind is whether indeed the syllables are not in the end more clogs 
than “helps” in music-reading. In the preceding * Elements" we have thrown out such hints 
occasionally to teachers as would suggest the propriety of not being too closely confined to the 
use of these syllables in their classes. For this purpose we have suggested the occasional 
use of the numerals, and the frequent use of the syllable * La" in the foregoing exercises. 
Let MusicAL Sounns, not names, predominate. 

‘We have never yet met with a teacher who had confined his class in the elementary exer- 
cises to the syllables, who did not find it exceedingly difficult to dispense with them in the 
application of words to music. We have also observed in our school visits throughout Ger- 
many and Switzerland, where music is most thoroughly and systematically taught, that the 
syllables. for music-reading, are very seldom used. The syllables * La,” “ Ah,” the numerals, 
and letters, are in turn employed in learning to sing by note. Our own opinion in the mat- 
ter i8, that the sooner a class can be learned to read music without their aid, the better. We 
would use them for expediency’s sake if cireumstances demanded, but we would throw them 
aside as the lame man would his crutches, if our class could go alone without them.

ELEMENS 
PCT DIS 
STYLE IN EXECUTION. 


Persons may excel in the art of reading and yet be very deficient in their 
style of execution. The leading properties of style, therefore, should be early 
and sedulously inculeated. "They should be taken in hand at the very commence- 
ment of a course of elementary instructions. 


Style in devouional music is a very different thing from style in the secular 
department of' the art. Professional men are prone to forget this distinction ; 
and some will even deny its existence. But it needs no argument to show that 
music intended for religious edification ought to have a style of its own. The 
same leading principles which govern the eloquence of the pulpit are here in 
point. The mere novice in oratory, has difficulties to avercome, habits to acquire, 
and a reputation to establish; and ultimately, he may have excellences to shine 
in display. All this in schools and public exhibitions is a matter of course; but 
surely the pulpit is no place for things of this nature. Here, the orator must be 
lost sight of in the greatness of his subject. He has an appeal to make to ration- 
al and sentient beings, which is too momeé€<ctous in its nature to admit of such com- 
parative trifling. 

And thus in the eloquence of music, there must of course be professional 
practice, and there will be amusement and display. This should be allowed in 
its proper place, but not in immediate connection with the office of religious 
song. ‘The affections of the mind are here to be very differently employed. The 
man who would be exhibiting himself, while pretending to worship his Maker, 
is committing a capital offence. He may have a reputation to support, and tal- 
ents which are worthy of commendation, but he has chosen the wrong time 
and place for display ; and is virtually endeavoring to rob the Master of Assem- 
blies of that homage which is exclusively due to Him. 


Talent indeed has its importance ; and hence the necessity of assiduous culti- 
vation. But the lessons in song-like those in pulpit oratory, should be so mastered 
in preparatory rehearsals as to prevent labor, embarrassment and seeming affec- 
tation in the time of worship. 'Phen the mind needs to break loose from every 
entanglement, that 1t may employ itself in holy contemplations, 
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im secürar Music tne words are comparatively of little moment. and will often 
be sacrificed to sound. In religious music the words are momentous; and the 
office of the singer is to illustrate them and enforce their meaning. In the one 
case the music is the sole object of attraction; in the other it is to be made the 
specific instrument of religious edification. Objects so different, demand, of 
course, corresponding differences in style. 


Laying aside then the specific maxims of the secular department, let us in- 
quire how the meaning and spirit of the words we utter, can be best «et forth in 
the eloquence of song. : 


I. The singer needs a pleasant tone of voice. This is not wholly the gift of 
nature ; for the worst voice is susceptible of much improvement. The process 
of cultivation is first upon the open vowels, and afterwards, upon the broad, and 
slender, and short ones. Let all these be habitually formed in the best possible 
manner, and the work is nearly accomplished. The voice however should not 
be forced in any way, but be suffered to improve gradually by. intelligent prac- 
tice and imitation. Voices will not always be alike. Some will be ready and 
powerful, and others soft and mellifluous. 


IL. There must be good intonation, for jargon is of course intolerable. To 
be able to sing in tune is always an acquired faculty. Hence the practice of 
scales and of harmonic combinations, which are more pr less simple in their 
structure, form the most certain means of improvement: Every voice is found 
to need more cr less tuning; and some of the more obstinate ones demand* an 
amount of praetice far greater than the pupil has time and patience to bestow. 
This process of tuning, too, needs often to be repeated, especially after a season 
of great negligence in practice. Teachers, as well as pupils, are liable, from 
various causes, occasionally to sing out of tune. The best time to commence 
this process is early childhood, when every voice is regulated with comparative 
ease. 


III. The art of keeping time is also one of the essentials of style. Skill, in this 
respect, is acquired not by genius or imitation, but by industrious habits of ccm- 


putation. System, with untiring industry, is all that the case demands, 


IV. There must be a distinct and pleasant utterance of the words. For the 
purpose of securing this, not only stanzas, lines, and phrases, and syllables, ang 
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lettere, are to be taken in hand ; but the elements or powers of the consonants 
must be accurarely described, as separate from the vowels used in pronvuncing 
them; thus the element of aytch is heard in the simple act of puffing; that of 
ef in the act of blowing ; and that of ve in the act of vibrating the under lip, &c. 
The first stage in the process is to secu? great accuracy and force; the second 
to form tne right distinetion between woras and syllables; and the third to secure 
an easy, flowing enunciation. All this requires time, especially where the notions 
and habits of singers have been sophisticated by wrong instruction and practice. 


V. There must be appropriate accent and emphasis. The importance of these 
properties in language need not here be insisted upon. Language would be 
powerless and often unintelligible without them. But in musical performances, 
they are'too generally neglected. There is some excuse for this in the secular 
department, where the words are of little moment; but not so in religious music, 
where the meaning and power of the words are to be enforced by the eloquence 
of song. Here, these properties are indispensable. If language is to be the 
instrument of conveying ideas and sentiments and producing definite emotions, 
then surely, it ought not to be deprived of its essential properties in song. Mu- 
sicai notation, as we have seen, makes some general provision for accent and 


emphasis; but the principles of good reading must ultimately be resorted to, as 
furnishing the best hints for practice. 


VI. There should be just expression. A performance which is destitute of 


this property, however faultless it may be in other respects, will fail to exert an 
appropriate influence. This crowning excellence, however, is more easily felt 
than described. It will never be acquired without a careful training of the emo- 
tione. Appropriate feeling will lead the singer, unbiased by wrong instruction, 
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to become expressive in his style. He wilt soon learn by imitation. to suit the 
voice and manner to the subject; making gentle variations as to slowness and 
rapidity, loudness and sofiness, heaviness and lightness of movement, &c.; and 
he will learn the importance of swells, crescendos and d:minuendos, &c. These 
things are not to be employed mechanically, as if the singer were a mere au- 
tomaton. They will be sure to savor of affectation, unless rendered habitual 
under the guidance of specific emotions. The extensive neglect of this subject 
among teachers of church music is more than sufficient to account for the gen- 
eral want of expression in church music. Such neglect admits of no apology. 


Sentiment is the great thing to be insisted upon, throughout every stage of cul- 
tivation. 


VII. It is an obvious principle in every department of religious worship, that 
emotions should be unfeigned. They should not be suffered to arise merely 
through gratified taste, but be made to spring up in the mind while it is em- 
ployed in the contemplation of holy things. This important distinction will not 
be preserved in the hours of devotion, where it has been neglected in seasons 
of practice. It requires specific religious training in schools and family circles; 
and will not be maintained in any other way. Habit has its influence in devo- 
tion, as in other things. 'The deportment of singers and teachers during the 
hours cf practice, therefore, becomes a matter of great moment. To cultivate 
the praises of the highest God is a solemn work, and should ever be so regarded. 
Volumes would fail to show the importance of this principle.

THE SPIRIT OF PRAISE. 
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Is the owner of this volume associated with those who lead m the songs of Zion? A precious privilege! 
DehghtIul employment! It is the occupation of angels and of glorified spirits in the temple above. Prayer 
and the ministrations of the word will cease with the termination übaartbiy things; but praise shall endure 
forever. The blessed ones on high are never weary, never negligent. Their golden harps are always 
surnug, and their voices forever in tune. The soft echoes of their minstrelsy have come down to us, that we 
may learn to emulate their strains, and begin on earth the everlasting song. 

But do we enter into the true spirit of praise? The manner of song hes indeed its claims. There must, 
as we have seen, be melody, and harmony, and time, as well as verbal urterance, which is distinct and 
impressive; yet if there is nothing moré t this, the office of praise wu be deprived of its choicest in- 
fluences. e 

Rut the reader of these pages goes a step farther. — He delights in the exercise, and his feelings are often 
deeply interested. his is well. There is much in the commingling of harmonious voices, which is 
adapted to call forth the sweet sympathies of our nature. The pleasures of taste are very properly allowed 
to mingle with the fervors of devotiun: but the danger is, that the former will have a preponderating influ- 
enc? 

You advance, then, an additional step. You carefully notice the sentiments of the psalm or hymn you 
are singing; and endeavor at all times to give them an effective utterance. This also is well.’ Strictly 
speaking, there can be no good singing withoutit. So much as this is expected of the vocalist at the oratorio 
andthe secular concert. Unless he rightly conceives of his subject, and appears to enter into the spirit of 
it with becoming emotion, he is considered a dull performer. And shall the hallowed theme of the gospel 
be less appreciated by the singer, and be uttered with less emotion ? 

But the most important point yet remains to be considered. Do you enter into the spirit of religious song 
as a mere sentimentalist; or do you make the hallowed sentiments of the Psalm or Hymn your own, as in 
the immediate presence of the heart-searching God? To do the former is comparatively easy. Even the 
infidel may become a successful personator of devotion. _He can assume the sentimentalist in a religion 

hich he despises, just as he may give the appearance of reality to the fictions of the drama. Emotions of 

Em class are easily excited; and they are sometimes so delightful that their real nature is liable to be 
isunderstood. r 
he true worship of God is a much higher exercise. You are speaking in the eloquence of song, in the 
midst of a worshipping assembly. We love to listen to your language, and to gather heavenly fragrance 
from your breathing accents: but do you intend to be individually responsible for what you are uttering ? 
When the hymn is didactic, do you feel any thing of the responsibilities of a religious teacher ? When it is 
hortatory, do you really desire that there may be among the listeners an increase of practical godliness? 
When you say “have mercy upon me,” are you personally engaged in supplication? When you say 
“praise God in his holiness,” do you take delight in that attribute of the Divine Nature? Wien you say 
*€ Lord, search my heart and try my ways,” do you really desire that he may search and try you? When 
ou utter the language of contrition, faith, hopo, love, joy, do you really repent of sin, believe in the Lord 
jesus Christ, hope in God, exercise supreme love to him, and rejoice in his government? If you can truly 
answer such questions as these in the affirmative, your lot is among the favored ones: you know the | 
blessed privilege of those who haye commenced the undying song. Sing on through your earthly pilgrimage 
with holy delight. The sweetest notes you here can raise, will prove but a faint prelude to the rap- 
tures which remain to be revealed—but if, on the contrary, truth compels you continually to reply in the 
negative to such questions, then Js it not too painfully manifest, that, with all your pleasing sentimentalities, 
you are a mere personator of devotion, and know nothing of the peculiar privileges which appertain to 
the holy office of praise? Continuing thus a mere formalist in religion, your songs, however delightful ta } 
vo and to others, must at last give place to interminable wailings! 
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Full well we know that even the Christian is not always on the mount of privi i 
darkness and doubt—troubled with conflictinz emotions, d his affections T und ind Miete 
comforts are few and feeble. He scarcely knows, at such times, * what he should pray for,’ or how ne should 
give thanks. Still there is a wide difference between him and the mere sentimentalist. The one has at le 
the willing mind—he desires to exercise right affections ; and will sometimes be graciously accepted when 
he knows it uot. The other is but the ingenious mechanist who operates upon the human sympathies, the 
mimic painter who portrays the influences which surround him, or the studied orator who mayes. for the 
time being, in an assumed character. SA SER 

Under this distinction we recognize two very different classes of singers, To which of them does the 
reader belong? Do not presume, for a moment, that any sacrifice of praise will he accepted of God which 
springs not from the deep-seated affections of the heart. Secular music may admit of feigned emotion : not 
so the music which is devotional. Here every man is bound to become an actual, conscientious spiritual 
worshipper. The Bible plainly teaches this one method, and approves oftno other. ee a 

The object of this article is, not to undervalue musical cultivation, for there is need of unceasing efforts 
and accum: ilating numbers. But why, amidst the enjoyment of sweet sounds, should the affections of the 
heart be withholcen? Why should any one persist in offering to God that same species of heartless 
homage which he himself would disdain to receive from a fellow-worm? Ob, there ig guilt in this! * Offer 
it now unto thy governor; will he be pleased with thee, or accept thy person ?? Ts it not a shame to be 
offering, from sabbath to sabbath, a professed oblation of gratitude and praise which one knows in his 
conscience ought never to be accepted ? A 4 

bud should we not worship the Lord in the beauty of holiness? What has the Saviour done that he 
should be greeted with the mockings of heartless praise? hat is there in the tender mercies of our 
Heavenly Father, in the love and condescension of the Holy Spirit? O, what is there in the ineffable glories 
of the Godhead, that can ever excuse us from rendering the full homage of our affections? It is through his 
infinite condescension that we are ever permitted to tune the notes of praise. And shall we abuse such a 
privilege as this? Shall the very offerings of gratitude become as sounding brass or a tinkling cymbal? 
And yet, how prevalent is this heartless worship! To say nothing of the multitudes who are deficient in 
manner—who bring, in this aspect, the Jame and the blind in sacrifice—how many, even in the midst of 
cultivation and refinement, have fallen into this sip! We see in many places a zeal for elementary drilling 
which sufficiently absorts the attention of the pupils; and an increasing thirst for musical novelties, which 
is weil nigh insatiable ; but where, O where is the genuine spirit of praise? It never springs up unbidden, 
like the tares of the field. It comes not in the winning forms of pleasure to the careless heart. It withers 
and dies, even in the heart of the Christian whose mind is engrossed by the details of art or enchanted with 
the pleasures of taste. Such a spirit will be connected only with holy living in other walks of duty; and 
be found in onr songs of praise only as the result of Christian vigilance, and private, persevering prayer. - 

Singers, like other men, are under the strong influences of habit; and if the spirit of praise is net assidu- 
ously cultivated during the hours of practice, it will doubtless be wanting in the solemn assembly. This we 
know, both from reason and from painful experience. Siugers and teachers should think of this, and act 
accordingly. Let it never be forgotten, that the precise influences which habitually prevail at the re- - 
hearsals, will inevitably characterize the offerings at the sanctuary. a 

How holy, how glorious is the God we worship! How wonderful are his perfectiong! “Xt is good 
to sing praises unto his name," from the affections of an overflowing heart. What can be more delightful 
than the songs of joy issuing from lips that taste the love of God! Such were the psalms of David, and 
such the songs of the primitive Christians, the martyrs and reformers. Such are the songs we should 
sultivate. They will prove a rich foretaste of joys uuseen and eternal.

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A FEW years ago, the sacred lyries of this country embraced but 

Sa very limited number of metres. Now, there are found among the 

current publications some sixty or seventy varieties. So little uni- 

farmity has been observed by compilers in designating them, that 

a chorister is often misled and perplexed. Hence the necessity of 
such an index as we here present. 

Metres may be classified in respect to.numbers of lines and of syl- 
lables ; aag in regard to accent. Lines and syllables are readily 
expressed by figures: thus—8, 8, 8, 8, for example designate four 
lines each of eight syllables; while 8, 6, 8, 6, designate the same 
number of lines whith consist alternately of eight and of six sylla- 
bles. The character of accent may be shown by the two following 
marks: ~—, as applied for example, to a single line of long metre— 

“Yé nations round thé earth réjoice.” 7 

The following line with the same number of syllables has a dif- 

ferent accent: À 
* How sweet ïs thé Sabbath tö me." 

It is therefore called “ eights,” to distinguish it from Long Metre. 
The place of the principal cadence, is also to be taken into account. 
This cireumstance for instance, constitutes the only difference 
between Long Metre 6 lines, and Long Proper Metre. In the fol- 
lowing brief tables, the place of the principal cadence is shown by 
the colons (:). »
